Manila, Feb. 15.—The rebel Filipinos 


.gave another proof of their treacher- 
ous character Tuesday afternoon. .They 
used flags of truce, raised by them- 
selves in. token' of surrender, to cover 
.an attack upon the American forces. 
'They gained no advantage by their 
•treachery, and were promptly driven 
out of the village where they had se- 
cretly assembled : imder cover of 'the 
-white 
flag.

. The insurgents at Pateros, ten miles 


.-southeast of Manila, surrendered, but 
the place was not .occupied by our 
•troops. Since the surrender the Fili- 
pinos \have .flown flags of truce, in- 
'dicating their .submission, but Tues- 
day afternon they opened, fire upon 
.•some detached troops of the First Cal- 
ifornia -infantry stationed.nearly north 
•of the town.' The Californians replied 
•with' a hot fire, driving the rebels out 
•of the town. They moved to the south, 
•where they made a stand, and an en- 
gagement followed, continuing until 
•dark. The Californians in the mean- 
time were re-enforced by companies 
irom the/ First Washington and First 
Idaho infantry and the Utah light ar- 
tillery.

Manila, Feb. 15.—The .reports' from 


Iloilo brought by the Petrel indicate 
•that Gen. Araneta, commander ot the 
insurgent forces, has retired with his 
men only to the suburbs o£ the city, 
out of effective range of the guns on 
the warships, and is now throwing up 
Intrenchments. • Evidently the inten- 
tion of the .rebels is "to! besiege Iloilo, 
•compelling, the Americans to fight for 
•every inch of Panay in • the same way 
that Aguinaldo is .contesting the ad- 
vance of Gen. Otis' troops in Luzon. 
It Is expected that Gen.! Miller, will 
move on the insurgents promptly, pro- 
vided the forces at his-command are 
sufficient to dislodge the enemy from 
their new positions.

' of the treaty ,of peace with Spain it 
Is not intended to incorporate the in- 
habitants of the Philippine islands in- 
to citizenship of the United States, nor 
Is it intended to permanently annex 
eaid islands as an integral part of the 
•territory:of the United. States. But it 
Is the_jntention of the United States to 
establish .on said islands a government 
suitable to the wants and conditions 
of : the. inhabitants .of said islands to 


' prepare. taem_ for ;. local 
self-govera- 


inent and in due time to make such 


, disposition of said islands as will best' 
••promote the interests of the citizens 
-.of^ithe United States and the inhabi- 
tants of said islands." • 


. • - . Before the vote on the McEnery res- 


olution, this morning it was regarded 
ft foregone conclusion that it would 
not be passed. The efforts of the past 
two days .which have been made by 
Senators Platt, Wolcott, and others to 
avoid a vote on any^resolution declar- 
ing the intention of the United' States 
relative to the Philippine proposition 
proved ineffectual.1 The only result 
of the .wrangling, was to establish the

The Bacon amendment practically 


substitutes his own resolution for that 


•of Senator McEnevy's.. Senator Hale 
or Maine made a brief but

Philippine islands. Senator Mason fol- 
lowed Senator, Hale. He began with 
the - sttaement that he had predicted 
thirty years ago 'the events which to- 
day are taking place.
